. THE  CIVILIfiN  CONSERVATION  CORPS 

Today,  the  Civilian  Conservation 
Corps  has  an  enrollment  of  a half  million 
Boys  ranging  in  ago  from  17  to  30  years 
old.  This  gigantic  organization  which 
consists  of  nine  districts  over  the 
United  States  and  having  2427  camps,  has 
grow'n  out  of  an  experiment  which  wo,s 
started  early  in  the  year  of  1933, 

In  a book  written  for  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps,  Frank  Ernest  Hill, 
Field  Representative  of  the  American 
Association  for  Adult  Education,  say§ , 

” However,  President  Roosevelt  from  the 
first  had  seen  beyond  the  more  relief 
function  of  the  Corps.  In  July,  1933,  he 
was  already  telling  the  C.C.C.  cnrollees 
that  what  they  were  doing  would  not  only 
conserve  our  natural  resources  and  cre- 
ate national  woaj.th,  but  would  also 
prove  of  moral  and  spiritual  value,  not 
only  to  those  who  are  taking  part,  but 
to  the  rest  of  the  country  as  well". 

The  Educational  department  is  an 
important  factor  in  this  groat  movement. 
All  types  of  courses  are  taught  in  the 
various  camps  throughout  the  country. 
With  such  splendid  facilities,  men  who 
leave  the  C.C.C.  should  bo  more  prepared 
than  the  average  yourj.g  man,  if  the  op- 
portunities offered  by  the  goverment 
are  advantageously  taken,
